Inflation, recession, poverty, unemployment, hunger, homelessness, foreclosure, 
bankruptcy and repossession are real problems to society as a whole. In addition, our 
infrastructure is badly under funded and in need of substantial repair, rebuilding and new 
construction. In addition, the four divisions of government, city, county, state and 
federal, are lacking in sufficient funds to provide the necessary infrastructure and services 
duly required by the city's, county's, state's and federal government's constituents. 
Further, these divisions of government lack the funds necessary for universal health care, 
education and other services for all constituents. All of these economic ills are caused 
because consumption does not, and in this present economic system, cannot equal 
production. To eliminate these economic deficiencies we need to implement a system 
whereby consumption can and will always equal production. This patent application 
outlines a method, a system, a plan to keep consumption forever equal to production. 
The single reason that consumption does not equal production is that the money supply is

THE PROBLEM 



always much, much smaller than the available goods and services produced for sale. 
There are "X" number of dollars in the money supply and that money supply is 
constantly kept far, far smaller than the worth of goods and services available to buy and 
sell. With this imbalance between the money supply and production, goods and services, 
many goods and services cannot be sold simply because the money supply is too small. 
When goods and services, production, cannot be sold businesses that produce those goods 
and services go out of business. When companies go out of business people get laid off 
and unemployment occurs. The unemployed cannot be good consumers and a downward 
spiral begins ending up in recession. Proof of this is the action the Federal Reserve 
Board takes to stimulate the economy to counter recession wherein the Feds lower the 
interest rates thereby increasing the money supply, stimulating business and increasing 
sales. This system of controlling the money supply to control inflation and retard 
recession is self-defeating. As interest rates are increased to stem inflation the money 
supply is made smaller pushing us into a recession. This recessive condition is further 
exacerbated by two more factors making the money supply even smaller. As the banks 
create money to make loans no additional money is created to pay the interest on those 
loans. The end result of this single factor is that the money supply becomes even more 
restricted as interest is paid on the loans. The second factor involves taxes. The present 
system restricts the money supply even to a greater degree by all the taxes levied on 
earnings. Taxes indeed make the money supply drastically smaller than production 
causing all of the economic ills listed above. 

The opposite is equally bad. When the feds lower the interest rate to stimulate the 
economy the increase in the money supply fosters inflation. Controlling inflation this 
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
